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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 
For the Fiscal year 1956-57 


Under the present law, State aid to towns is based on the 
State valuation per resident pupil enrolled in the public 
schools. At the present time Somerville is classed as a three 
town which means that we should receive State support of 
educational operating expenditures on the basis of 60 per cent 
of the average expenditures for the two school years ending 
in June 1955 and ’56. The following items are subject to 
State subsidy: teachers’ salaries, books, supplies, fuel, janitor, 
conveyance and tuition. Also insurance, instructional equip- 
ment replaced, school committee and superintendent’s salary 
and office expense will be subsidized by the State. However 
the Legislature does not always provide funds to meet this 
commitment. There is enough money in the State treasury 
to pay only 82 per cent of the educational formula for the 
1957-58 fiscal year. The allocation to Somerville on this basis 
will be $2,894.60. This is the figure used by your school 
committee in preparing the 1957-58 school budget. 

In order to carry out certain legislative requirements it has 
been necessary to ask for slightly increased appropriation for 
the school. However these costs are not out of line with in- 
creased costs in general today. All who are interested in the 
welfare of boys and girls realize that the work must be well 
organized under the leadership of a competent teacher if the 
pupils are properly trained to take their desired place in the 
present complex society. It is evident that further support of 
schools is needed where costs are mounting each year. It is 
possible that Federal aid may become available to help small 
towns support their schools in the not too distant future. 


We now have 31 pupils enrolled in the elementary school 


as follows:

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The school has received all needed instructional materials, 
books and supplies consistant with our budget and may be 
considered as well provided for in school needs. 

We have paid high school tuition since September 4 on the 
following pupils at Erskine Academy: Mary Colby, Arlene 
Dodge, Keith Hodsdon and Pearl Nickerson. The legal tui- 
tion rate of Erskine Academy for the present school year is 
$284.42 per pupil. The State average cost of High School 
tuition covering all secondary schools is $301.40. For any 
High School which offers three or more courses of study of 
which two are occupational the charge may go as high as 
$346.61 per pupil for the school year. 

The cooperation of Citizens, School Committee, Town Offi- 
cials and Mrs. Brown are gratefully acknowledged.

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1956 ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING IN SOMERVILLE 


Somerville has had an increase in its community health serv- 
ices during the past year. This no doubt resulted from the 
emphasis on protecting children from poliomyelitis by use of 
the Salk vaccine. The vaccine was offered free by the state 
for as many under twenty years of age at clinics as parents 
were willing to sign consents for. It was possible to have two 
polio clinics at the school in February and June when twenty- 
two children received first and second vaccinations. There 
are now over thirty children waiting for third or booster polio 
vaccinations and plans have been made for giving these in 
January. 

Two child health conferences for children under school age 
were held in July with an attendance of thirteen and eleven. 
Physical examinations were given by Dr. Gross and immu- 
nizations against diphtheria, tetanus, whooping-cough along 
with polio vaccinations. Dr. Gross also gave the polio vac- 
cinations at school. 

Mrs. Colby, Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Grover assisted in plans 
for the clinics and child health conferences. Parents have 
shown a real interest in the programs. 

Home visiting was done as in past years assisting mothers 
by teaching good nutrition and health practices for all the 
family and to help with plans for overcoming health problems 
of individuals. 

I have appreciated the response on the part of parents and 
have also appreciated the interest and help from those men- 
tioned who assisted in the year’s health program.

Gentlemen: 


At your request I have examined the records of Somerville 
Plantation for its fiscal year which closed February 29th last, 
and now transmit my report of audit. 

The scope and method of my examination have been the 
same as in my audit for the year last preceding, on which I 
reported to you on June 25, 1955. 

For the period now covered, I find your commitment based 
on appropriations duly voted; the records of your Clerk, Col- 
lector and Treasurer in order; your insurance and surety bond 
protection apparently sound; your own doings, so far as ascer- 
tainable from the records, in accordance with your statutory 
authority. 


COMMENT 


You will note in Schedule A-2 of the accompanying report 
that on February 29th the balance currently outstanding of 
taxes receivable for the closing year was respectably smaller 
than the corresponding figure for any of the several years im- 
mediately preceding; this is very satisfactory. 

It is also to be noted, at the same time, that approximately 
thirty per cent of, this outstanding balance of 1955-56 taxes 
represents real estate taxes assessed against property upon 
which the municipality holds tax liens which have matured. 
When this is taken into consideration, it may appear to you 
that the Unappropriated Surplus shown in Exhibit C is a mat- 
ter of computation rather than a voucher of actual values. 
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The questions of policy involved have doubtless had your at- 
tention. 

An adjustment of the amount of the commitment to allow 
for the inclusion of supplemental tax in the original commit- 
ment, which I have set out in Exhibit E, will clarify the state- 
ment in the Annual Report. I have also noted in the Report 
errors which I take to be clerical or typographical in the total- 
ing of valuation reported, and in the amount of the overlay. 
In both these respects, the municipal books are themselves in 
order. The Collector, in his report, which is substantiated by 
proper vouchers, duly accounts for the amount committed.
